Hope Is About Abandoned 

After the strain of three days’ wait- 
ing without news of their missing 
there are few of the hopeful 
who still hold out in the face of the 
seemingly final word as to the fate of 
relatives and friends. 

The hopes of the persistently san- 
guine few among relatives and friends 
of passengers rest on the bare pos- 
sibility that the list of named sur- 
vivors sent by wireless from the Car- 


pathia may not after all be quite com- 


plete. : 


The fact that one new name came | 
through late yesterday in a “Private | 


message from the Carpathia was the 
basis of what was a desire more than 
a hope that there were slips enougn 
in her wireless list of the survivors to 
account for a few, at least, of those 


‘| for whom the worst was feared. At 


the best, however, it appeared that 
it could be only an oceasional one 
whose safety was not reported owing 


"to some erfor of compilation on the 


liner or of transmission by her wire- 
less. 

From the Carpathia, which is ex- 
pected, if she keeps up her rate of 


| thirteen knots, to reach the entrance 


of New York harbor by 8 o'clock to- 
night, came a new report as to the 
number of survivors on board. 

But 705 Survivors? 

The Cunarder Franconia, which es- 
tablished wireless communication 
with her, sent a message which in- 
cluded this statement: “She has a to- 
tal of 705 survivors aboard.” 

The previous statement from the 
Carpathia had been that she carried 
868 survivors. It may be that the 
report recelved through the Franconia 
included a count of rescued passen- 
gers only, disregarding the 100 or 
more members of the crew who must 
have been in the boats which the 
Carpathia picked up, their presence 
being necessary for the safety of pas- 
sengers. 

Through the Chester there began 
coming slowly last night the names 
of saved steerage passengers of the 
Titanic. ° 

The very sending of these could not 
but help confirm the sorrowful beliet 
that there were no more names of first 
and second cabin passengers to send. 
And thus there was lel hardly a doubt 
that the names of well known men, 
such as John Jacob Astor, William T. 
Stead, Isador Straus and the others 
of the now familiar list of notables 
could have been omitted. 

Could Not Survive Exposure 

That these men went down with the 
ship is practically certain. Authori- 
ties on conditions off the banks 
agreed that rescues of passengers not 
taken from the liner by the boats 
would have to be made speedily, as 
exposure and exhaustion would quick- 
ly sap the life of human beings forced 
to take to any other means of keep- 
ing afloat. 

During last evening the wireless 
communication of the Carpathia with 
Siasconset was devoted for the most 
part, it appeared, to sending private 
messages of reassurance from pas- 
sengers to friends on shore and to 
transmission of anxious inquiries from

No other work than the Carpathia’s 
and the business from the government 
ships going to meet the Carpathia 
will be permitted.”

Engineers in New York figure that | Commonwealth Hotel 


when the Titanic hit the ice she struck | 
with a force equal to that of thirty- 
seven Empire State express trains 
traveling at the rate of seventy miles 
an hour. 

With her cargo and passengers, the 
Titanic had a displacement of about 
60,000 tons. Because of the danger, 
of the locality it is thought she pro- 
ceeded at a speed of about fifteen 
knots an hour. 

Figuring on the basis accepted by | 
naval architects and engineers, the! 
Titanic struck the iceberg with an im- | 
pact force of 13,500,000 tons. If the

Government's Biggest Business 
Now Run on Modern Basis. 


PENNY POSTAGE POSSIBLE. 


Economy and Efficiency In Administra- 
tion Under Hitchcock Make Cheaper 
Postage Rates Imminent — Policies 
Should Be Continued.

In thorough accord with the policy 
of ecocomy and efficiency of the Taft 
administration, Postmaster General 
Frank H. Hitchcock has put an end to 
the unnual deficit in the postoffice de- 
partment and made possibie the serious 
consideration of further reforms and 
improvements, not the least important 
of which is the imminent possibility 
of penny postage. Many other reforms 
that have the support of President 
Taft will be inaugurated this year. 
Another term of the Taft administra- 
tiou would place this $240,000,000 busi- 
ness institution completely on a busi- 
ness basis. 

At the beginning of the present ad- 
ministration the postal service was in 
arrears to the extent of $17.479,770.47, 
which was decidedly the largest deficit 
on record. Last year the revenues ex- 
ceeded the expenditures by $219,118.12. 

The wiping out of the deficit has 
been accomplished without any cur- 
tailment of facilities. On the con- 
trary, there have been established 3,744 
new postoffices, delivery by carrier 
has been provided in 186 additional

41 amount expended for salaries was 
approximately $14,000,000 greater than 
two years ago. The average annual 
salary has been increased from $869 
to $967 for rural carriers, from $979 to, 
$1,082 for postoffice clerks, from $1,021 
to $1,084 for Gity letter carriers and 
from $1,168 to $1,183 for railway pos- 
tal clerks. Thus a marked extension 
of the postal service and increased 
compensation for its employees have 
gone hand in hand with a vanishing 
deficit. 


Postal Banks Great Success. 

By persistent effort the present Re- 
publican administration secured the 
passage on June 25, 1910, of the act 
creating the postal savings system, 
which is now in operation at practical- 
ly all the 7,500 presidential postoffices. 
Preparations are being made for its 
extension to 40,000 fourth class post- 
offices. It is confidently anticipated 
that the deposits at the close of the 
present fiscal year will aggregate $50,- 
000,000 and that the income of the sys- 
tem will be sufficient to pay all operat- 
ing expenses. 

Under President Taft the postoffice 
department has engaged in an aggres- 
five crusade against the fraudulent 
ase of the mails. Last year the in- 
Bpectors investigated many cases In- 
volving the sale of worthless stock In 
Imaginary mining companies and other 
fictitious concerns. There were alto- 
gether 529 indictments and 184 convic- 
tions, with but 12 acquittals. The oth- 
er cases are pending. The convicted 
swindlers had defrauded the people of 
many millions of dollars.

TAFT DEFEATS RAILROADS. 


Prevents Increase In Freight Rates by 
Vigorous Action. 

President Tuft’s method of doing his 
work as president without seeking to 
achieve personal notoriety from his 
good works was never better illustrat- 
ed than in his ultimatum to the rail- 
roads of the country which prevented 
a general increase in railroad rates just 
prior to the adoption of amendments 
to the railroad rate law two years ago. 
The president served notice upon the 
railroads tbat if they anticipated the 
new law they would be haled into 
court and as a result of subsequent 
conferences the railroads agreed to 
postpone their action until the new law 
Was passed. 

In the new law of congress President 
Taft assisted in inserting a provision 
which transferred from the shoulders 
of the shipper to that of the railroads 
the burden of proof in establishing the 
reasonableness of a railroad rate 
Prior to that time the practice had 
beev just the opposite, with the result 
that many shippers who were or had 
been suffering. from discriminatory 
rates or practices, were unable to prove 
their cases without great expense or 
long litigation or both. Under this new 
.aw the railroads subsequently made 
application for an increase in their 
rates and the interstate commerce com- 
mission, not being satisfied with the 
showing of the railroads as to their 
reasonableness, denied them. Thus 
pne of the great achievements of Prest- 
dent Taft cnme to pass. an achieve- 
ment which affected every Man, wom- 
ap and child in the country. but it was 
done so quietly that it has almost been 
forgotten by many who were benefited.

MINERS’ WELFARE | Assessors’ Notice 


Step Forward, 


SAVES HUNDREDS OF LIVES. 


Discovery of Danger of Coal Dust Im- 
portant— Handling of Explosives 
Made Safer — Government’s Experi- 
mental Coal Mine. 


The saving of many lives annually— 
the lives of miners throughout the 
United States— wil] be one of the splen- 
did results that will follow the estab- 
lishment of the bureau of mines, one 
of the great achievements in the inter- 
est of labor of the administration of 
President Taft. 

The excessive and unnecessary loss 
of life in the mines of this tountry 
was one of the primary causes for the 
creation of this bureau. For years 
hundreds of miners were killed in mine 
disasters, and practically nothing was 
done to check the terrible loss of life. 

Spurred on by President Taft, an 
act creating the bureau of mines was 
passed by congress and became effec- 
tive on July 1, 1910. John A. Holmes 
of the United States geological survey 
was appointed as the first director. 
Mr. Holmes was reputed and certified 
to be the best trained man for the 
place obtainable in the United States. 
The chief experimental station was es- 
tablished at Pittsburgh, where the in- 
vestigations of the problems intrusted 
to the bureau have been prosecuted so 
successfully for nearly two years. 

In the year 1907, the most disastrous 
of all years in the American coal mines, 
8,125 miners lost their lives. This rep- 
resented 4.86 of men killed for every 
1,000 employed. In coal mines in Eu- 
rope less than two miners are killed 
out of every 1,000 employed. , As a re- 
sult of the work conducted by the bu- 
reau of mines and the wise use of an 
appropriation of $150,000 made by con- 
gress, the death rate has been already 
reduced to practically one-half what it 
was In 1907. 

One of the notable achievements of 
the bureau of mines was the demon- 
stration of the fact that coal dust In 
a bituminous mine {s more dangerous 
and deadly than gas. It had been the 
bellef heretofore that gas or fire damp 
was the greatest menace to the min- 
ers, and little attention was given to 
the accumulation of coal dust. The 
bureau of mines proved to the satis- 
faction of the miners as well as opera- 
tors that coal dust would explode and, 
unlike fire damp, carried no warning 
with it. The keeping of dusty mines 
wet, as recommended by the bureau 
of mines, was found to reduce ma- 
terially the chances of explosion of coal 
dust. 

The number of deaths in the mines 
has been greatly reduced as a result 
of the testing of explosives under the 
direction of the bureau of mines. In 
the year 1908 the coal mines in the Unit- 
ed States used 2,000,000 pounds of 
short flame explosives; and at present 
nearly seven times that quantity is be- 
ing used with greater safety, due to 
the co-operation of the coal operators 
and the bureau of mines. 

The establishment of an experimen. 
tal coal mine at Brucetown, Pa., 
twelve miles from Pittsburgh, is still 
another notable achievement of the 
bureau of mines. It places the United 
States in advance of other nations witb 
respect to this research and experi- 
mental work in mines, Numerous. tests 
are made at this experimental mine, 
from which many excellent results are 
obtained. 

Still another important work which 
is conducted under the auspices of the 
bureau of mines is the rescue of en-, 
tombed miners. Since the creation of 
the bureau many hundreds of lives 
have been saved. At the big mining 
disaster in Ohio one of the rescue corps 
of the bureau of mines arrived at the 
scene thirty-two hours after the disas- 
ter. Three men were rescued who had 
been given up as dead and allowed to 
remain in the mine. At another time 
one man was found alive among 150 
dead, and today he is the sole survivor 
of that terrible catastrophe due to the 
splendid work of the rescue corps. 

Before the bureau of mines was 
made possible by the interest of Pres- 
ident Taft, which was followed by the 
necessary legislation for its establish- 
ment, there was no organized effort in 
saving the lives of entombed miners. 
Time and again men have sacrificed 
their lives in vain attempts to rescue 
their companions. This unnecessary 
pacrifice of life has been stopped by 
the co-operation of the state autborti- 
ties with the federal rescuers attached 
to the bureau of mines. An investiga- 
tion of the fuel resources of the Unit- 
ed States is also being made with a 
view of checking the waste and in- 
creasing the efficiency with which fuel 
is used. This latter phase of the work 
is a part of tbe practical conservation 
policy of the Taft administration. 

Dr. Wiley Supports Taft. 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley. who recently 
resigned as chief chemist of the de- 
partment of agriculture, when in Cin- 
cinnati several days ago made the 
following statement: 

“President Taft is the one man who 
stood between me and destruction at 
Washington. When efforts. were be- 
ing made to ‘assassinate me’ Taft 
proved my only protector. He stood 
by me, and | am grateful to him. I 
hope he wil! be re-elected president.”

THE BARNARD SPEAKING 


Annual Prize Contest at Punchard 
School Unusually Interesting. 
Eight Bright Essays Presented 


Disagreeable weather and the fact 
that numerous other attractions were 
going on in town were responsible 
for the rather small audience present 
on Friday evening at the Barnard 
prize speaking in Punchard hall. 
Those who did attend, had the pleas- 
ure of listening to one of the best 
programs. which has been given for 
several years. The esSays were all 
of marked excellence, and were de- 
livered in a highly satisfactory man- 
ner. While differing widely as to 
theme and treatment, they were un- 
usually equal in point of merit, a fact 
which rendered the decision of the 
judges a difficult one. 

The final result was as follows: 
first prize of $20 was awarded to 
Miss Ada M. Matthews, '13, of Bal- 
lardvale; second prize of $12 to Miss 
Annie E. McGhie, ’13, also of Ballard- 
vale; and third prize of $8 to Clifford 
W. Dunnells, ’12 

Miss Matthews, whose essay is 
given below, was the first speaker ot 
the evening. She had as her sub- 
ject, “Rare Flowers of Andover,” a 
theme in which she is deeply inter- 
ested, as evidenced by the fact that 
she has secured several prizes. for 
excellence in the study of botany. 
This interest showed itself through- 
out the essay in a manner which was 
a great relief from the impersonal 
point of view taken by the average 
speaker at a school speaking. 

Miss Edith S. Kierste qd, *13, next 
tread a paper on “The Qonservation 
of Our Natural Resources,” in which 
she pointed out the necessity of more 
thorough safeguarding of forest, 
water and mineral supplies. As was 
necessitated by the scope of her sub- 
ject, her treatment of it was for the 
most nart general, as time would not 
permit her to go much into detail. 

“Wireless Telegraphy” was the 
title of the third essay, presented by 
Miss Lucretia Lowe, "13. It showed 
the result of study into some of the 
lesser mysteries of the wonderful 
wireless, and followed in an interest- 
ing and concise manner the evolution 
of the present advanced means of 
communication. 

The fourth essay, like the first, dif- 
fered radically from the others. Here 
again, the more personal side of. the 
speaker came to the front, and in the 
story of “A Lighthouse Heroine,” as 
given by Miss Annie McGhie, the 
audience felt that they were listening 
to something which represented the 
thoughts as well as the phraseology 
of the studént. A story with a simple 
situation, calling for more descrip- 
tion than ‘narration, it was well .writ- 
ten and well delivered, and highly 
merited the prize which it won. 

Clifford W. Dunnells, ’12, the third 


prizewinner, and also the only boy: 


contestant, presented a well thought- 
out paper on “The George Junior 
Republic,” a subject which is of in- 
terest to young.and old as well. The 
paper is given in another column. 

Eva H. Eaton, ‘12, next read a 
bright and _ interesting essay on 
“Woman and the Ballot” in which 
she advanced the common arguments 
in favor of equal suffrage. She also 
pointed out the difficulties with which 
the exponents of the cause have to 
contend, in the opposition. of many 
women to the granting of the right 
to vote. 

An essay on “The Progress of 
International Peace,” from the time 
of the first of the movement to the 
present day was then presented by 
Miss Helen K. Hardy, ’12. It con- 
sisted of a chronologically arranged 
review of the convening of the Peace 
Conferences at the Hague, and the re- 
sulting increase ift the employment 
of arbitration as a method of settling 
international disputes. 

The last speaker was Miss Ehiza- 
beth Hantiblin, ’13, who described the

A half-dozen boys and girls from 
seven to ten years of age came to see 
me last week. They were on the 
way home from school and showed 
me their books which they use at 
school. For a long time we have 
been saying and writing a great deal 
about our schools here today—find- 
ing this fault and the other, and in 
general not satisfied because the vast 
amount of money spent on schools 
does not give better results, Of this 
I will speak before I finish this mus- 
ing. When contrasting the nice 
books these children had with the 
books used in our Scotch schools 70 
years ago I was pleased, interested 
and astonished at the change for the 
better. We had no pictures in our 
schoolbooks when I was at school. 

I may say here that Scotland in 
primary education has always been 
ahead of England and_ Ireland. 
Whether this was caused by the 
Presbyterian parish school system or 
by some other cause I leave others 
to find out. The fact remains that 
Scottish children of what are called 
the lower or working classes could 
always read and write and do simple 
arithmetic. I lived for some time in 
Lancashire in the centre of the great 
cotton manufacturing district. A 
friend of mine (now with God) who 
could not get home from his store 
until 11 p.m. on Saturdays, had charge 
of a Sunday school which was held 
at 9 a.m. on Sunday morning. I was 
asked by this friend to become a 
teacher in this school. I told him 
that I was too young and had more 
need to be taught than to teach. He 
looked at me and said: “Do you 
know the twenty-six letters of the 
alphabet well; then we need you.” It 
was a surprise to me to find that I 
got a class of boys from ten to four- 
teen years of age who did not know 
the letters. Another class at this 
Sunday school got a lesson in writ- 
inz. After seeing this state of 
things I was rather proud that I was 
not an Englishman, In Ireland the 
priests and nuns looked after primary 
education better than the rich estab- 
lished church did in England. 

Seventy years ago there was in 
Scotland the parish school, looked 
after by the Heritors (land propri- 
etors) of the parish and also by the 
parish Presbyterian clergyman. This 
church is the established church of 
Scotland. This parish school had a 
teacher who generally was the ses- 
sion clerk, also the registrar of 
births, matriages, and deaths, and 
when you were to get married you 
went to him, and he saw to it that 
your name and that of your intended 
wife were duly proclaimed on Sun- 
day. If you were a poor man you 
were proclaimed for three successive 
Sundays, if you were an ordinary 
mortal, for two Sundays, and if you 
were rich enough to pay the fee on

Rare Flowers of Andover

Indeed, there is hardly a town in 
Massachusetts which has a flora so 
extensive. The reason for this is the 
physical geography of the district. 
There are three large ponds lying 
wholly in Andover, and several small 
ones. These, with the rivers Shaw- 
sheen and Merrimack, and the numer- 
ous swamps, bogs, brooks, marshes 
and meadows, offer a fine opportunity 
for the growth of Hydrophytes, the 
water-loving plants. Then, too, the 
many hills, the three large ridges, the 
xzreat number of valleys, the plains, 
the cliffs, the different kinds of soil, 
all present many chances for the 
Mesophytes, the plants which thrive 
best with a moderate supply of water, 
and perhaps the Xerophytes, the 
drought tolerating plants. 

The Goddess of Flowers, with her 
yoy-bringing gifts, has been extreme- 
ly lavish toward Andover. She has 
bestowed upon us, with profusion, 
wrass, sedge, fern, plant and tree. 

Fach month of the year in which 
flowers can grow has been duly favor- 
ed, but in the time allotted me, I may 
mention for each month but two or 
three. March claims the Trailing 
Arbutus. Thoreau says, “I love na- 
ture, I love the landscape, because 
it is so sincere. It never cheats 
me, it mever jests; it is cheerfully, 
musically earnest.” These words 
might be applied to the Arbutus. It 
also never cheats any one; it is a 
faithful little sweetheart. As soon as 
the snows have melted away, it pushes 
aside the dark brown sod and lifts up 
its fragrant little face, snuggling so 
closely among its green leaves. The 
Pilgrim Fathers, stern and grave as 
they were, loved it dearly, for it was 
the first little blossom to bestow its 
fragrant welcome, after their long 
winter of hardships. They called it 
“The Mayflower.”

Schools in Scotland Seventy Years | “crying” or public announcement did 


the business. I forget now what the 
fee was, but I think it was 21 shill- 
ings and 10 shillings and 7. shill- 
ings. These fees went to help the 
salary of the schoolmaster. 

This parish schoolmaster was no 
humbug of a man. . He taught Latin 
and Greek and prepared the boys for 
‘college. 

It may seem ridiculous in me to 
mention it, but in speaking of our 
old-time schools, the three teachers 
in our parish were all lame .and they 
all used crutches, so when I was a 
little fellow I supposed that all 
teachers and tailors walked with 
crutches, as the two tailors in our 
parish were also lame. 

Having said that there were three 
teachers I must explain that these 
three men were not all parish school 
teachers, 
we called 


Two of them were what 
teachers of “adventure” 
schools. These were free from con- 
trol of the -parish minister or the 
Heritors, and many parents who did 
not believe in churches established 
by law sent their children to these 
adventure schools. These schools 
got no government pay. 

By the laws now in force in Scot- 
land, government grants are given 
to the Roman Catholic schools, to 
the Episcopal schools, to the Free 
church schools, as well as to the 
parish schools. 

I close this school letter by giving 
a short description of our three 
crippled teachers. I take the parish 
teacher first. Mr. Coutts was a little 
man with a big head. He required 
the aid of two crutches to walk, but 
he jumped over the floor mighty 
quick when he came to let you feel 
the taws. He was a splendid Latin 
scholar and also dabbled in. Greek. 
He was very proud when he could 
send half a dozen boys or “poys” as 
he called them, ,to the Edjnburgh 
University. In addition to his Latin 
and Greek Mr. Coutts was a_pro- 
found Gaelic scholar, and as I spoke 
of his “poys” I had in mind _ his 
highland accent. Mr. Coutts was a 
keen angler and a fair player on the 
fiddle. He had a fine garden and 
could handle bees. I must be as 
brief as possible describing the other 
two teachers. Mr. Moncur also re- 
quired two crutches. He hired two 
empty rooms and managed to live 
and keep himself and his mother. 
His specialty was writing a clerky 
hand and he was an adept at book- 
keeping. 

Mr. Johnson also hired a big, va- 
cant room. He managed with one 
crutch and his specialty was arith- 
metic, algebra and mathematics. He 
was also an astronomer of no mean 


order. He taught me to find the 
polar star in the heavens. There are 
so many things that rush through 


my mind in speaking of these bygone 
days, but my space being already 
full for this week, I must just sign 
as usual

If spring happens to visit us very, 
very early, the Yellow-Adder’s 
Tongue also lifts up its golden head 
in March, The names applied to this 
flower are wery inappropriate. The 
mottled leaves, perhaps, are not dis- 
similar to the adder’s back; but why 
Adder’s tongue? Neither does the 
more common name Dog’s Tooth 
Violet describe it. To be sure, the 
roots do remind one of the canine 
teeth of a dog, but would it not be 
more beautiful ‘to ‘call the flower 
“Yellow Snowdrop,” as did the Penn- 
sylvania settlers, in remembfance of 
their own “harbinger of spring”? 

April, too, may boast. The High 
Cranberry blooms at’ tkis season. 
From the fruit of this plant, our early 
settlers made pies, but now it is very 
rare in Andover. 


Like the idolatrous Jews that hid 
their treasures in the earth where they 
had to be dug for, does the Wild Gin- 
ger shame-facedly hide its odd blos- 
som beneath its long, fuzzy, kidney- 
shaped leaves. The reason for this it 
not known. Perhaps the dignity of the 
tall, solemn looking leaves has been 
offended by the fact that country chil- 
dren, when they find the dull but 
pretty blossoms, call them “little 
brown jugs.” This may have led the 
plant to lay its shy littte head upon 
the ground. The snake-root which 
one may buy in the drug-store is this 
same little Wild Ginger of the woods. 

In early May, the smaller Yellow 
Ladies’ Slipper unfolds its sepals and 
discloses the beautiful fragrant moc- 
casin which used to be called Venus’ 
Buskin. It is the essence of coquetry, 
this tiny yellow slipper with its twir- 
ling brown strings. 

Close on the heels of the Yellow 
Ladies’? Slipper, come the Creeping 
Snowberry, with its aromatic flavor 
of sweet birch, and the Rough Poten- 
tilla with its blossom of prodigal gold. 

“What is so rare as a day in June,” 
in Andover? Then truly does the 
town glory im her rich dress. Many 
are her rare flowers which bloom in 
that month. The Wild Calla, very 
similar to the Calla Lily, waves over 
the water and suggests visions of a 
fair under-ground garden. The orchid, 
Arethusa, tinges the marshes with its 
rose-colored blossoms. The Heather, 
with its minute leaves and pink blos- 
soms, and the Goat’s Rue, with its 
graceful flower and its dainty” color- 
ing, the very image of the garden 
Sweet Pea, are found in Ballard Vale. 
The very rare, pale-yellow, Painted 
Cup, with its scarlet cloak, the Creep- 
ing Buttercup, the Corydalis, and the 
straw-colored Clintonia also send 
forth their delicate blossoms in June. 

Perhaps the most beautiful of all 
June blossoms is the Twinflower. 
Whoever has seen 
“Beneath dim aisles, in odorous beds, 

The slight Linnaea hang its twin- 

born heads,” 
cannot forget the vision. The car- 
peting of the earth is made exquisite 
by the slender shining green leaves 
and by the pink, fragrant sister-blos-

| soms, Their perfume draws one to 
| the spot. Is it any wonder, then, that 


of all things is the wildower air’? 
That this blossom was the monument 
of the man of flowers shows that Lin- 
naeus did possess appreciation of the 
beautiful, which is supposed to be 
lacking in men of long scientific 
training. The following is told of Lin- 
naeus in connection with his fondness 
for this blossom: 

“A friend gathering a small flower 
on the shore of a Swedish lake asked 
the great botanist if it were Twin- 
flower. 

“‘Nay,’ said the Philosopher, ‘she 
lives not here, but in the middle of 
our largest woods. She clings with 
her little arms to the moss, and seems 
to resist very gently if you force her 
from it. She has a complexion like 
the milkmaid, and oh, she is very, 
very sweet and agreeable.’ ” 

July, too, has her beauties. The 
Calopogon, the only flower which 
carries its lip on the upper side of the 
blossom, and the Horse Mint whose 
flowers are so arranged as to appear 
to be assembled in court and whose 
mouths are wide open, seemingly 
ready to snap out an unfavorable ver- 
dict, are found in certain parts of An- 
dover, 

Among the most beautiful of July 
flowers, are the Orchids. The Purple 
Fringed Orchis, which Thoreau says 
is a beauty, reared in the shade of a 
convent, whose only lovers are the 
inhabitants of the woods, the Round 


Leaved Orchis, and the White 
Fringed Orchis, with its feathery 
wands of fragrant blossoms, have 


made their home in Andover. 

The brilliant Butterflyweed also 
grows here. The Indians used this 
plant for food and prepared a crude 
Sugar from its flowers; the, -young 
seed-pods they boiled and ate with 
buffalo meat. 

If you search long enough in Scot- 
land District, in the month of Aug- 
| ust, you may come across two rather 
rare flowers, These are the Meadow 
Beauty and the Rattlesnake Plantain. 
The fragility of the Meadow Beauty 
seems to place it in tropical regions. 
Even after the scarlet blossom has 
withered, the red leaves and stem 
make almost as bright a patch in the 
marshes as did the flower. Who gaz- 
ing upon.the small grcenish flowers 
of the Rattlesnake Plantain would 
think of that reptile with flaming eyes 
and upraised fangs, for which the 
blossom has been named? I think 
that this flower must have taken its 
name through the qualities of its 
leaves. They were thought by the 
Indians to be an infallible cure for 
hydrophobia and snakebites. It has 
been said that the Red Men, for a 
small sum, would allow the snake to 
drive its fangs into them, if they had 
these leaves on hand to apply to the 
wound. 

The last month in which many 
flowers bloom is September. Then 
comes the Foxglove, which is one of 
the few new flowers which blossom 
after the Compositae have arrived. 
This flower is beautiful; the enrolled 
bud, deeply tinted with yellow, 
piques the expectancy and the large, 


pale-yellow blossom is extremely 
striking. 
If, in late September, when we 


have ceased to hope for new flowers, 
we chance upon the Fringed Gentian, 
whose 
“—__sweet and quiet eye 

Looks through its fringes to the sky,” 
we may consider ourselves fortunate 
indeed. This is, truly, a beautiful 
flower; its fringe is the latest conceit 
of fashion, while the soft green of 
its calyx blends with the blue whose 
shade is heaven’s own, and forms an 
exquisite harmony. This little plant 
is fond of wandering, and though its 
home is thought to be marked, it may 
be vainly sought for the next year. 
Its itineracy is due to its being a 
biennial and to the fact that, since 
it is fond of moist regions, its seeds 
are washed away. _ 

These are only a few of the many 
rare plants of Andover. We are 
truly fortunate in living in such a 
town. At our very feet lie wonders, 
for the explanation of which a life- 
time would be far too short. Most 
young people find Botany a_ hard 
study. So it is, as taught from text- 
books, but if one goes into almost 
any of our fields and studies for him- 
self the mysteries of the flowers, and, 
when daunted seeks their inter- 
pretation from those students who 
have made botany their lifework, he 
may hope at last to become one who 
finds 

“tongues in trees, books in the run- 

ning brooks, 
Sermons in stones and good in every- 
thing.” 


The George Junior Republic 


Before discussing our subject, let 
us consider the life, and conditions 
under which Wm. R. George, the 
founder of this 
labored. 

The birthplace of this famous man 
is in West Dryden, Tompkins County, 
New York, a place near which Mr. 
George’s great institution is now 
situated. As a boy, George was very 
imaginative. He loved the fields and 
woods and the lessons that, nature 
teaches, but for book-learning he 
cared little. ) 

What a pity, we might say, that 
such a lover of nature should be 
snatched from his favorite haunts 
and placed in the center of a smoky, 
noisy city. This is precisely what 
happened to young George, for while 
he was still a boy, his Parents moved 
to’New York. Had it’ not been so, 
doubtless the famous Junior Republic 
of today would be unknown. 

What could this child of nature ac- 
complish in the city, where colleges 
are looked upon as the chief source 
of learning? We will answer this 
question later. He was sent to school 
for a while but he soon started him- 
self upon a business career, He was 
fortunate in having an efficient clerk 
with whom he could leave his affairs 
whenever he wished. It was during 
this spare time that his iove for boys 
first became manifested. He made 
frequent visits to the slums of the 
city and was soon a great favorite 


great institution, 


and leader among 
rascals, 

During August of 1890, Mr. George 
took a group of these to his summer 
home in Freeville. There was one 
cottage and a barn on his land, and 
these, together with some tents, ac- 
commodated all of his visitors, Such 
boys! They stole apples, smashed 
eggs, chased chickens, and in fact 
tormented the nearby farmers, in 
every possible way. The boys had a 
great time, but did any of their 
neighbors enjoy it?. Judge for your- 
selves, ; 

_Mr. George realized that he was 
giving the boys at least one bright 
spot in their lives, but he longed to 
do more. How could he accomplish 
it? His present method of helping 
them was a failure. For example 
time after time, the boys would go to 
their leader and want to know what 
they were to have to take home with 


scores of young 


them, They lacked self independ- 
ence. This fact was a great cause of 
annoyance to Mr. George. How 


could he make independent me 

them? Ah, he had it! He would 
make them work. Accordingly, he 
purchased twelve picks and Shovels 
and asked the boys if they would aid 
him in constructing a driveway on 
the grounds. They all agiced, and 
cousequently the tools were in great 
demand. But soon this demand de- 
creased, and by the third day no 
workers appeared. This had failed. 


Not long after this, some clothing 
was sent to the boys, but instead of 
giving it to them, as had hitherto 
been the custom, Mr. George offered 
to sell a fine suit for five dollars. The 
boys thought this ridiculous, and 
soon a great avalanche of pet names 
was heaped upon the offender’s head. 
Mr. George paid no attention to this, 
but later in the day, upon Passing 
one of the tents, he overheard the 
following conversation. 


“Jommy Scully, if youse work fer 
dem close youse ought ter hey yer 
nose punched.” “All right,” said 
Jimmy, “if dats wat youse tink, youse 
at liberty to waltz right in, see?” 
The ice was thawing, and = soon 
Jimmy was an applicant for work, 
At the end of five days the suit was 
his, and such care as he took of it! 
Not long afterwards, others applied 
for work, and the plan proved a 
great success. i 

This incident in itself was not 
very important, but it led to the 
adoption of one of the fundamental 
principles of the Junior Republic. 

One of the many duties which de- 
volved upon Mr. George, was the 
daily appliance of the switch to about 
thirty young scamps who had com- 
mitted various crimes and misde- 
meanors. After a few days, this pro- 
ceeding grew wearisome, and Mr. 
George decided to let the boys try 
among themselves the cases that 
arose. The ptinishment was here- 
after to consist of work. This proved 
so effectual that soon there were but 
few to punish, 

The next plan which Mr. George 
tried, was that of placing absolute 
trust in the boys. He allowed them 
to make their own laws, have their 
own officers, and, in fact, gave them 
complete control over the colony. 

As the close of this summer drew 
near, Mr. George congratulated him- 
self upon his ereat success, and 
wondered why he could not start a 
permanent colony on the same basis. 
He would try it. Upon asking for 
volunteers, he found five boys that 
were willing to stay with him. Such 
a winter as they had! The provisions 
were scanty, consisting, for the most 
part, of what was raised on the farm 
during the preceding summer, and as 
potatoes and tomatoes were the prin- 
cipal crops, you can imagine some- 
what how they lived. They had po- 
tatoes and tomatoes for ‘breakfast, 
tomatoes and potatoes for dinner, and 
potato and tomato hash for supper. 

In spite of hardships, the numbers 
slowly increased, and when the sum- 
mer visitors arrived, it was a thriv- 
ing colony. Mr. George soon decided 
to exclude the summer visitors, be- 
cause he realized that to obtain the 
best results from all, he should have 
none but permanent citizens in the 
Republic. 

Now the increase in membership 
became very marked. Boys and 
girls, the latter were now admitted, 
came from all over the country to 
join the community, and thc success 
of both the Republic and the in- 
dividual was wonderful. 

The appearance of the Republic is 
noc unlike that of any prospering 
community. The buildings, roads, 
lawns, and in fact everything, is of 
the best, and the boys and girls are 
responsible for it. They do all of the 
work, 

The mornings are devoted to labor, 
and the afternoons to study and to 
recreation. The citizens choose their 
own occupation, in which they have 
the best of instruction. They are 
paid for their work in the Republic 
currency, redeemable for United 
States money, but with this they pay 
for board, room, and whatever else 
they desire. Among the occupations 
at the Republic are the following: 
farming, printing, dairying, poultry 
raising, dressmaking, laundering, and 
cahinet-making. There is also an 
establishment in which famous wafers 
are made. The Republic has its own 
Post office, jail, court house, chapel, 
and other, things essential to any 
community. 

The Republic is not a house of 
correction as many suppose, but it 


is an institution run on exactly the 


same principles as the United States, 
and the boys and girls are the citi- 
zens, 

“It is impossible,” many will say. 
To them my answer is, “Visit the 
Republic and see for yourselves what 
its citizens are doing.” Is this not 
excellent training for young people? 
It most certainly is, and the lives of 
former residents at the Republic will 
verify my statement. Marvelous re- 
sults have been obtained. 

Mr. George has discovered, and 
worked out with great success, a plan 
which no oné before him has ever 
attempted, and it is his desire that in 
the near tuture, every state may 


possess its Junior Republic.

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DORR WILL RESIST ARREST 


Man Wanted In Marsh Murder Case 
Returns to Stockton 

Stockton, Cal., April 18.—William 
A. Dorr, wanted in connection with 
the murder of George E. Marsh in 
Lynn, Mass., telephoned his aunt, 
Miss Orpha Marsh, that he had re- 
turned and that he knew the police 
were after him, but that he never 
would be taken alive. 

Officers are stationed at all roads 
leading out of the city, at all rail- 
road. stations, at boat landings, at 
the home of Miss Orpha Marsh and at 
the home of Dorr’s fiancee, Miss Dora 
Berlingen. 

That Dorr left New York on the 
morning following the murder of 
George E. Marsh Chief of Police 
Briare claims to have positive as- 
surance.

He left 
New York Friday, was not sought by 
the police until Sunday, and unless 
he had secured San Francisco papers 
west of Salt Lake he would not have 
known of the warrant issued for his 
arrest. 


GILMORE PLEADS NOLO 


Maine’s Ex-State Treasurer Is Fined 
$1025 For Misuse of Money 

Augusta, Me., April 17.—Ex-State 
Treasurer Pascal P. Gilmore of 
Bucksport paid a fine of $1025 in 
court, ending the prosecution against 
him for misuse of fundss while state 
treasurer between the years 1907 and 
1911. 

Indictments were recently returned 
against him on fifteen counts, alleg- 
ing misuse of funds amounting to 
$10,575.
